Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I and Species I in the reply filed on 
June 15, 2005 (and the telephonic conversation with Robin W. Asher on June 22, 200) 
is acknowledged. 

Claims 4-12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected groups and/or species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on June 15, 2005 (and the telephonic conversation with Robin W. Asher on June 22, 
200). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed March 31 , 2004 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered.

Stout discloses a flexible coupling with an input member (10), an output member 
(14), first and second integrally formed hubs, a flexible element (30) allowing axial 
misalignment (Col. 1, lines 51-57), a one-way clutch (26), and a coil spring with a 
square cross section (24). 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Wason ('554) discloses a flexible coupling assembly (Fig. 4), input and output 
shafts (11', 12'), first and second integrally formed hubs/retainers (20), a flexible 
element (15') allowing axial misalignment (Col. 4, lines 3-18), a one-way clutch (14'), 
and a coil spring (15).

Smith ('275), Hare (721), and Bendall ('138) disclose other coupling allowing 
axial misalignment.
